He pictured himself

solely by Mr. Davis with no provo- 
cation whatsoever. 


The Shooting Episode.

September 26, In 


which he claims Mrs. Davis unload- 
ed both barrels of a shotgun at his 
fast disappearing form, inflicting a 
slight wound over his left eye, Mr. 
Meyer stated that he had gone on 
the Davis farm in search of a hog 
and that Mrs. Davis saw him, call- 
ed to him to halt, secured a gun 
from her small son and fired twice. 


He denied that the. affair oc- 


curred in the barnyard as described 
by Mrs. Davis and also refused to 
admit that he attacked her with a 
stick and hurled It at her before 
she fired on him. Mr. Meyer also 
firmly denied that he had ever on 
any occasion called Mrs. Davis a 
half-breed or caused such a report 
to be circulated.

revenues 
during the first five 


months of the operation of the new 
law, the internal revenue bureau 
reported today. 


Income taxes collected in the 


period July 1 to December 1 
totalled $453,758,074, a decrease of 
$31,000,000 as compared with the 
asme period last year. 


Miscellaneous taxes, formerly in- 
| eluding many war time taxes which 
were abolished by the new law, 
totalled $375,818,311, a decrease of 
$67,000,000. 


Thff only sizeable increase was in 


collection of taxes on dues of ath-

from the tariff In the face of the 
facts shows how fatuous a man be- 
comes in his own conceit when he 
has once embraced an idea. 
The 


fact that the west remains republi- 
can nationally while it exercises a 
wide discretion in choosing its gov- 
ernors and state officials seems 
never to give 
these 
gentlemen 


pause. The vote in the west is 
predominantly agricultural, and the 
fact that it is republican nationally 
shows that the farmer is not 
fooled. The tariff is a plain device 
for raising wages in industry, and 
•by adding to the buying power of 
workers it adds to the consumption 
of food products and raises prices 
to producers. 
It is apparently a 


rather 
crude and awkard device, 


but it has the merit of working, 
whereas every time the govern- 
ment has listened to the theorists 
both agriculture and industry have 
been blighted. 


One need not be a trained econo- 


mist to understand that high wages 
and high prices, when not com- 
pletely out of balance with other 
things, make for a more prosperous 
and contented people. The reason, 
as near as we can figure it out, Is 
that every person is able to earn 
more than it costs to maintain him- 
self, and as his earning power in 
dollars rises his margin goes with 
it 
Thus if a man earned $2,000 a 


year ten years ago and spent for 
necessary and comfortable living 
expenses $1,500, he had a $500 mar- 
gin. 
But if his earnings have 


doubled and his costs of living also 
double he gets $4,000 and spends 
53,000, and has $1,000 margin. The 
only fellow who doesn't gain is the 
one who has no margin. 


We know a man who refuses to 


go to either California or Florida 
for 
the winters, altho he is well 


able to take that much time off for 
recreation and to avoid the cold 
blasts that old Mr. Boreas shoots 
down our way. He says that he 
finds so many old men sitting 
around 
the 
resorts, 
eternally 


babbling about nothing in particu- 
lar, and the whole thing scares him 
into believing that if he did much 
loafing he would get into the same 
mental rut 
The climate may pre- 


serve the outer man, he says, but 
the lack of anything in the way of 
a task and the half lonesomeness 
with which a man is surrounded re- 
sults in the babbling habit, which 
speedily reduces a man intellectu- 
ally. 


Time was when we envied vastly 


the man who was able to memorize 
•worthwhile extracts from Shake- 
speare and others of the literary 
great and spout them upon occa- 
sion, but we have come to the con- 
clusion 
that that is also to be 


classed as one of the bad habits 
that men acquire with the years. 
We have a theory that the average 
man's mind is akin to a bushel 
measure; it will hold just so much, 
and before one can get in any- 
more he must take something out. 
And if he fills it with quotations 
which embody what some one else 
has thought out, there Isn't room 
left for his own thought manufac- 
tory to turn its wheels in. The 
best that any man who loves read- 
ing can hope for is the satisfac- 
tion he gets in the act of perusal 
and not in remembering exactly 
what it was he read. 


The surest indication that one 


has attained a real measure of wis- 
dom is when he no longer takes 


pride in -regarding himself as an 
Advanced Thinker. We suppose 
the Advanced Thinker has his 
place in the scheme of existence, 
as have other pioneers in other 
walks of life. It is a role every 
person who is at some time or .an- 
other stirred intellectually gladly 
assigns to himself, but most per- 
sons in time reali>r the incongruity 
of their starring in it and subside. 
An Advanced Thinker is one who 
thinks he is thinking new thoughts, 
which is pretty close to an ab- 
surdity, but his whole scheme is to 
argue the rest of us into adopting 
his plan for doing things in a dif- 
ferent way. Most of our economic 
and political troubles have 
come 


from listening to him, and it is only 
now and then that we dimly realize 
that it is the new application of old 
principles and not a new set of 
principles that really make for pro- 
gress.
